THE CUBAN COMMISSIONERS. 

No official statement has been made yet 
as to what was said to the Ouban Commis- 
sioners at the conference between them and 
the President and Secretary of War, but 
such a statement is not needed. The nature 
of the communications made to the Cuban 
emissaries can be conjectured with much 
certainty. | 

They were told that the Preadent can-’ 
not modify the terms of the Platt amend- 
ment. This is something Congress alone 
can do, and a hint was thrown out that | 
Congress is not inclined to recede from the 


position it has taken up. The commissioners 


were given to understand that the American 
troops would not be withdrawb and an 
independent government established until ’ 
the convention had met the requirements 
of Oongress. It was also made known to 
them that the admission to the American 
market on better terms of the sugar and 
tobacco, which are the two great staples 
‘of Ouba, is a matter over Which Congress 
alone has jurisdiction and Which will have 
to be passed on at a later day. Any im- 
‘pression which the commissioners may have 
bad that they could secure lower duties 


on sugar and tobacco in exchange for the 


geceptance of the Platt amendment has 
been dispelled.’ 
Undoubtedly much of what the commis- 


moners have been told they knew before. 


They have now had the information from 
headgparters, They can report that fact 
to the constitutiona! convention, They can 
inform it also that they, as its representa- 
tives, were treated with the utmost cour- 
‘tesy and consideration, evidencing a de- 
sire on the part of the American govern- 

t, while adhering firmly to a policy 
‘which it feels is demanded for the con- 
servation of the best interests of Cuba 
and of this country; not to trespass on the 
dignity or wound the pride of the Cubans. 
The commissioners certainly cannot say 
that they have had a cool welcome. If 
reliance can be put in the reports of inter- 
views with some of the commissioners, they 
are much pleased with their reception and 
are prepared to acquiesce in the terms laid | 
down by Congress.
